MINING IN THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


The five northern counties of England—Northumberland, Cumber- 
land, Durham, Westmoreland, and Yorkshire—contain a series of 
metallic mining districts, which, owing to the general similarity of 
their geological formations, and the conditions under which they pro- 
duce ore, may be considered as one extensive group. In Northum- 
berland and Durham are the celebrated mines of East and West Al- 
lendale, and those of the Derwent, Tee:dale, Tyneside, and Weariiale 
districts; in Cumberland, the mines of Alston, Caldbeck, Furness, 
Keswick, and Tynehead districts; in Westmoreland, Greenside Mine, 
and a few others; and in Yorkshire the mines of Limehead, Aire- 
dale, Nidderdale, Swaledale, Wensleydale, and Wharfedale districts ; 
in all nearly 200 mines, making gross returns of lead and silver to 
the annual amount of about 600,000/., or nearly three-eighths of the 
produce of all the lead mines of the United Kingdom; yet this re- 
presents but inadequately what might be accomplished in these dis- 
tricts by the judicious expenditure of capital, as may be gathered 
from the fact that the East and West Allendale and the Weardale 
Mines, belonging to Mr. W, B, Beaumont, M.P., have for many years 
produced, consequent upon an efficient and liberal system of deve- 
lopment, more than one-fourth of the lead ore raised in England, or 
a sixth of the produce of Great Britain, and about one-tenth of that 
of all the lead mines of Europe, including those of the British Isles, 
while such mines as Arkendale and Old Gang in Yorkshire, Long 
Cleugh in Cumberland, Greenside in Westmoreland, and Coldberry, 
Wire Gill, Stonecroft, and Derwent in Durham and Northumber- 
land, equal in their monthly returns of ore the most prosperous of 
the much-talked-of mines of North and Central Wales, 

These lead mines of the North are nearly all situated in the lime- 
stone, immediately subjacent to the coal measures, on the carboni- 
ferous limestone, which formation constitutes almost alone several 
of the mountainous regions of England and Wales, and is generally 
rich in metalliferous deposits, It is accompanied by beds of shale 
and sandstone grit, wherein many lead mines have been profitably 
worked, though it is somewhat remarkable that very frequently the 
veins of galena suddenly become thin and impoverished on passing 
from the limestone into the shale or gritstone, and resume their rich- 
ness and usual size on returning to the limestone ; however, in some 
of the Yorkshire districts the gritstone “edges” have proved parti- 
cularly productive. 

Owing to the fact that nearly all the mines now referred to are 
worked either by individuals or by private companies, little or no- 
thing is known of them by the general public, yet for centuries they 
have been contributing to the national income with unvarying regu- 
larity. At what time they were first wrought there are no means of 
ascertaining ; but from the evidence afforded by a pig of lead disco- 
vered at Knaresborough Forest, in Yorkshire, it would appear that 
the Romans had conducted smelting-works at no great distance, 
though they have not left any very decided vestiges of their indus- 
try ; the Normans, however, seem to have profited by the riches so 
near at hand, for the churches and chapels built by them in the ad- 
jacent vales are uniformly covered with lead, which for such humble 
foundations would scarcely have been purchased or conveyed from 
any great distance. It is also known that about the end of Edward 
the First’s reign the canons of Bolton worked lead mines within 
their own estates in the valley of the Wharfe; and from the account 
of the Percy Fee it appears mines were wrought in the upper parts 
of Wharfedale, in the reign of Henry the Seventh, while in that of 
James the First the mines of Grassington, also in Wharfedale, and 
which for more than 50 years have been proiitably worked by the 
Dukes of Devonshire, were first discovered by some Derbyshire 
miners, There are also traditions extant that during this reign one 
Mr. William Pudsay endangered his liberty, if not his life, through 
having coined certain shillings marked with an escallop, and known 
to this day as “ Pudsay ” shillings, of the silver extracted from lead 
ore raised on his estates, in the township of Rimington, in Craven. 

Webster, otherwise known as Johannes Hyphantes, records in his 
“ Metallographia,” published in 1671, that, he obtained lead ore from 
the same district which yielded’silver after the rate of 26 lbs. per ton 
of ore; later researches, however, do not tend to corroborate the state- 
ment of this old writer as to the peculiarly argentiferous nature of 
the lead ore of Wharfedale, but there can be no doubt that the dis- 
trict is very rich in minerals, and is well calculated to repay most 
amply a proper employment of capital, such as it appears only rea- 
sonable to suppose will be brought to bear upon it when the fact be- 
comes more generally known amongst those who are anxious to de- 
velope our home industries that an extensive field for legitimate

WORTHING MINING COMPANY. 


The adjourned general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
offices, Bishopsgate-street, on Wednesday, 

Mr, Cyrus LEGG in the chair, 

Mr. W. J. LAVINGTON (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said that it would be within the recollection of the 
shareholders that at the annual meeting, of which the present was an 
adjournment, no actual business was transacted, it being agreed that all ques- 
tions should be deferred until after the receipt of the September mail. It was, 
therefore, his present duty to move that the report be received and adopted. He 
need hardly say that he regretted the position of the company was less favour- 
able than at the date of the last meeting by between 18001. and 20001., which was 
to be attributed to the low price of copper. On June 30, 1869, they owed 18,9731., 
against which there were realisable assets amounting to 12,1201. 3 at the present 
time the indebtedness was 20,2611, against which there was copper of the value 
of 10,0001. or 11,0001., in addition to the freehold property of the company, ma- 
chinery, plant, &c. During 1870 they had raised 559 tons more ore than in 1869, 
having raised and dressed during that period 2700 tons. It was quite evident 
that had copper been at a moderate price the company would have done well, 
and shareholders must judge for themselves as to whether there was any pro- 
spect of au improvement taking place in that respect. Before the war broke 
out he had an impression that the corner had been turned, and that copper 
would improve in price, but since then the market had declined. Shareholders 
should not imagine that the whole of the capital had been expended upon the 
Bremer Mine, as a large proportion of it was spent upon the Worthing—the mine 
for the development of which the company was originally formed. Although 
the capital now represented 80,0001., the amount formerly stood at 100,0001., the

He was perfectly satisfied that everyone had 
done his best to promote the interests of the company, and he thought all would 
admit that affairs were economically administered. He moved that the best 
thanks of the shareholders be presented to the colonial committee, Mr. Alfred 
Hallett (general manager), and Captain Prisk, for the great zeal and ability dis- 
played in the management of the company in the colouy during the past year. 

Mr. ELKIN seconded the proposition. 

The meeting was thea made special, when the following report was submitted:

The thirty-eighth Annual Exhibition will be opened to the public, 
the same day on which this week’s Journal is published, but the difti- 
culty of obtaining the necessary information for a full and detailed 
reportintime will only allow of a very sparse statement, The readers 
of the Journal will find in the Mechanical Department some few 
things of interest to the mining world, among which may be noticed 
Ashcroft’s Patent Low- Water Detector and Alarum, which consists of 
a tube fixed to the front of the boiler at its low-waterline. Solong 
as the height of the water is correct the tube is filled with water, but 
when the water is so low as to be dangerous steam rushes into the tube, fuses a 
plug, and sounds a whistle; exhibited by Cox, Farley, and Co., Falmouth, for 
W. H. Bailey and Co., Manchester. Messrs. Bailey exhibit several articles, which 
include a set of their patent ** Scavenger’’ Water-Gauge Cocks, with rotating 
knife in the bottom cock, to prevent its being stopped with sediment. Norton 
and Bailey’s Pressure Recorder, for indteating on a slip of paper the pressure 
of steam for 24 hours. Mr. Copeland exhibits his Improved Patent Safety Car- 
tridges, for the prevention of explosion of fire-damp from blasting, and also 
some of his empty waterproof cartridge-cascs (to supersele the primitive mode 
in use among miners), and a series of his cartridges adapted for mines and sub- 
marine blasting.

MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS.

Mr, W. E. Newon, of Chancery-lane, has obtained a patent for 
an tuveption relating to apparatns for, and method of, heating water, and puri- 
fying the same for use in steam-boilers, and for other purposes for which pure 
water may be required, communicated to him from abroad by Mr. KE. R, Stil- 
well, of Drayton, United States of America. The first part of the invention con- 
sists in introducing into a chest the water to be heated and purified, and the 
steam for heating and purifying the same, in such manner that the steam is 
directed through and across a thin inflowing sheet of the water, and the latter 
is thereby daslied into a fiue spray, in which condition the water will be readily 
heated, It also consists in causing the water (after it has been submitted to 
the action as above stated) to flow in a thin shect over a series of plain or cor- 
rugated metallic shelves, arranged so as to present a large amount of surface 
wituin a comparatively small space, between which shelves steam is admitted 
at one or more apertures, and is conducted in an opposite direction to the cur- 
rent of water, thus imparting to the water an additional amount of heat, and 
causing it to deposit large quantities of its crystallisable matters upon the 
shelves. It also consists in so arranging a filtering medium in combination 
with the shelves above referred to that the water will be conducted through it 
before leaving the main outlet, and will thereby be deprived of the more solid 
and less soluble particles which may be found floating in it. 

The second part of the invention consists—first, in providing the induction 
water-pipe of a water heater and purifyer with a distributing disc, for the pur- 
pose of spreading the water in a thin sheet, to allow steam to act upon the 
water to the best advantage ; second, in the employment of a series of orifices, 
for the introduction of steam at different levels, so as to bring it simmultancously 
in contact with the water in all parts of the heater. 

And, lastly, the invention consists—first, in the use of a series of corrugated 
or plain shelves, arranged within a shell, and constructed with removable sec- 
tlons, which will allow convenient access to be had to the interior of the shell ; 
second, in a novel mode of securing the man-hole door to the shell by the em- 
ployment of adjustable rabbetted bars, which will allow the door to be removed 
or replaced without detaching the bars from the shell; third, in a filtering 
chamber, arranged below a series of alternating shelves, and so constructed 
that the water will be filtered by causing it to flow upward instead of down- 
ward through the filtering medium; fourth, in the adaptation of a mud re- 
ceptacle beneath a feed-water heating and filtering apparatus. é 

Mr, A. B, Rocke, of Upper Thames-street, has specified an inven- 
tion for knobs and spindles for door-locks and similar fastenings, The inven- 
tion consists in cutting a screw-taread on one end of a spindle, and in fitting 
an internal-threaded cap or socket-nut over the same. When the spindle is 
passed through the lock one of its knobs bears against the escutcheon-plate or 
ring, and the free end projects beyond the other side of the door, Over this free 
end the second knob, which is made with a hole to fit the spindle, is passed, and 
the threaded cap or socket-nut is then screwed on to theend of the spindle until 
the second knob bears against its escutcheon-plate or ring with suflicient pres- 
sure to prevent any rattling of the parts, and yet allow an amount of freedom 
in turning. One advantage of this invention is that the knob and spindle can 
be fitted to any thickness of door, and when once fitted there is very little chance 
of either becoming loose.

During a period of some ten years pre- 
vious to the commencement of the year 1865 there had been asteady 
progressive advance in all branches of the trade, but towards the 
close of that decade a speculative mania arose, which entirely 
altered the character of the “steady advance,’’ fruitful in its re- 
sults to all concerned, and it became a rush to buy and sell, without 
reference tothe all-important question of supply and demand. The 
only point deemed worthy in some quarters of a moment's conside- 
ration was whether the market was likely to rise or fall within 
twenty-four hours, and upon such probabilities were based trans- 
actions of enormous magnitude, which finally, as might have been 
predicted, involved those concerned in irremediable ruin. The 
spring of 1865 came laden with disasters. One house after another 
fell to the ground, and when those houses which by granting undue 
facilities for the prosecution of operations which were in themselves 
unsound fell also, the commercial world was for a time laid pros- 
trate, and it seemed as if there were but small prospect of recovery 
from the collapse which ensued. Very slowly signs of vitality 
appeared, Out of the ruins of the old houses young firms sprang 
up, and to meet the requirements of these offshoots from the old 
stock new names appeared in the metal trade, and business began 
to be conducted upon somewhat new principles. Prompt payment 
in cash for shipping orders had ever been an axiom from which the 
Manufacturers and 
brokers alike thus reduced their liability to a minimum, and the 
London merchants as a body, acknowledging the soundness of the 
system, were always ready to do business on these terms, But taey 
were not such as suited the young houses which, with limited capi- 
tal, had lately started, and as the more respectable manufacturers and 
brokers refused to alter their mode of doing business, an opening 
was made for a newclass of men, who by granting extended prompts, 
and receiving acceptances in lieu of cash payments, which were so 
manipulated as to enable them to meet with cash their prompts 
with the manufacturer, an unhealthy action was once again introduced 
into the metal trade, the business in 2 great measure fell away from 
the old houses, and being undertaken by men of less experience, 
and conducted on unsound principles, it was not a matter of sur- 
prise when the war broke out that a good deal of inconvenience was 
felt, and some serious losses and disasters huve occurred. There 


have those concerned in it been possessed of sufficient weight and 
influence, for much evil to have ensued, but we trust that with the 


conclusion of the war there may be an end to practices unsound in 
principle, and which sooner or later must culminate in disaster, 


Let the old-established merchant houses of London once more take

SCREW PILES.—Several propositions recently put forward in connection with 
bridge building have contained the suggestion to use screw piles, in order to 
avoid the necessity of diving, although in some cases the depth of water has 
been as great as 160 ft. Now, it seems to me that if the length of the pile be 
so excessive, it would itself twist instead of turning the screw into the ground 
if it were at all hard; I should, therefore, much like to kuow what size tube, 
160 ft. long, would turn a screw with blades of 8 in. radius into a good sound 
chalk, without itself becoming distorted, and also how much power would be 
required to screw in such a pile. The pitch of the screw would, of course, be 
as small as possible. I think the question of the success or failure of the pro- 
posed Channel bridge would much depend upon the cost of screwing in the 
piles; for in all other respects it seems perfectly practicable.—F, 

PRUSSIAN PATENTS—‘* W.”’ (Bensberg).—Particulars as to the especial privi- 
leges afforded to inventors by the Prussian Government would be very accept- 
able, the general opinion iu this country being that it is the most illiberal 
Government in Europe, the patents being for five years only when granted, 
whilst the obstacles thrown in the way of inventors is so great that practi- 
cally the grant is seldom obtainable at all. 

TAR PAVEMENTs.—At one of the technical societies it was proposed by Mr. 
Methven, I think, to use gas tar for the agglomeration of the gravel in making 
footpaths, and it was stated that the price per square yard was considerably 
less than that of flagging. How would a similar pavement of greater thick- 
ness answer for roadways, aud what would bethe cost of it as compared with 
macadamised roads, and with roads paved with granite?

6d. each ; but a tube for conveying the signals is used Instead of 
wires, and is, perhaps, more costly, though an eighth of an inch bore is ample, 
A smart stroke of the plunger is instantly communicated through the entire 
length of pipe, although it he several miles long. An excellent insulated wire 
for Mr. Baiiey’s system could be supplied for 51. per mile—the cost of the tube 
would be nearly thrice that amount. The cost cf a battery should not exceed 
a guinea, and rongh electric bells should be supplied at abont 5s.each. No 
fear need be entertained of the apparatus getting out of order, if regularly 
attended to.

PARLIAMENT, AND STEAM-BOILERS. 


The Select Parliamentary Committee appointed to enquire into the 
cause of steam-boiler explosions, and as to the best means of pre- 
venting them, having “considered the matters to them referred,” 
now issue their report. This is it—‘* As your committee cannot sa- 
tisfactorily complete their enquiry during the present session, they 
have agreed to report the evidence they have taken to the House, and 
to recommend that the committee be re-appointed early next session, 
to complete the enquiry and to report thereon.” Mr. HICK, the mem- 


eretary of the Board of Trade, remarked upon the tendency to call 
in Government interference, and to look to the Board of Trade to 
do things for which the public hitherto indirectly have been respon- 
sible. “ If,” said he, “a boiler explodes, the ery arises, ‘ Why should 
not the Board of Trade inspect every boiler in the country?’ And 
some one brings in a Bill to this effect, without regarding the ques- 
tion of expense, which has been calculated at the modest sum of 
200,0002.” ¢ 
Government inspection, pure and simple, we regard as altogether 
unlikely, if only upon the score of cost. Yet so regardful are the 


public of human life, that if it could be established that 75 deaths | 


can besaved by no other means than the expenditure of even that large 
sum of money, we are quite ready to admit that no objection would 
be made to it. But the cure does not necessarily involve the admi- 
nistering of the remedy by the Legislature. Last week we showed 
how effective mutual inspection, designed and carried out by coal 
and iron masters, had proved in the colliery and iron making districts 
of Staffordshire and Cleveland. An extension of that or of any of 
the other systems adverted to in the same article will accomplish the 
end designed. That there is need of a much wider adoption of the 
principle of voluntary iaspection admits of no doubt, and will appear 
when we state that out of the whole number of steam-boilers which 
are in use in this country not one-fifth are under the care of the dif- 
ferent companies whose special business it is to oversee such ma- 
chinery. The Steam Users’ Association have 2000 boilers on their 
books; the Steam Power Company, 12,500; the National Boiler In- 
surance Company, 2000; and the Midland Company, 2700: a total 
these of 19,200. The aggregate of boilers at work in the United 
Kingdom is set down at 100000. Admitting that they are chiefly the 
boilers that are not independently inspected which burst or collapse, 
and with their own destruction bring about a dead and wounded list 
of 150 persons every year, it is irrefutable that somewhere there is 
an absence of precaution by steam users which may well give rise to 
fear on the part of the public, and on the part of the Government not 
an indisposition to heed that fear. Whilst the difficulties in the way 
of a Government scheme of sufficient’elasticity to meet the different 
circumstances of steam users, and that shall not prove nugatory, are 
many, and become spparent the more the subject is investigated, it 
must not be forgotten that the present Home Secretary has promised 
legislation. 

Assuming that by far the larger proportion of the steam-boilers at 
mines and iron works in this country which are inspected or assured 
by either of the four companies mentioned are in the care of the 


Midland Company, there must be very many boilers at such places | 


whose condition will keep up the outside restlessness, at the same time 
that it should prove a source of disquietude to the owners, In the 
face of tho declaration of the Home Secretary, it is to be expected 
that unless it can by-and-by be shown that less need for Govern- 
ment interference exists than now obtains, Government interference 
will ensue, although it may be impossible to hit upon a method of 
Government inspection in all its entirety. We, therefore, urge afresh 
upon those mine proprietors and ironmasters whom it may concern 
that if they do not want to be further shackled by Government in- 
terposition they should at once remove the necessity for the pains

They Lelieve that there has arisen in Man- 
chester a system of periodical inspection of steam-boilers which has 
proved itself adequate to the prevention of these catastrophes so far 
a3 it has been adopted, and they are of opinion that it can be shown 
that if the system of periodical boiler inspection should be adopted 
by every steam user in the kingdom explosions will be brought to 
an end, 

These being the premises upon which the committee started, it was 
clear that to render their enquiry all that they desired three consi- 
derations must be keptin view. The first, that inspection should be 
rendered general; the second, that it be rendered efficie::t; and the 
third, that the steam user be protected from harassing interference. 
All these conditions were, no doubt, kept in mind by t'e com- 
mittee during the eight days investigation which they conducted ; 
and while they were taking evidence from twice that number of wit- 
nesses, than whom there are not probably within the shores of our 
i-Jand any 16 men better qualified to give advice in such a matter. 
Yet the upshot hitherto has been that whilst on every hand it was 
agreed that steam-boilers donot burst from the mysterious and fanci- 
ful causes to which they are only too frequently attributed in the 
hearing of coroners’ juries, but from causes easily ascertainable upon 
intelligent and searching inspection, the witnesses so varied in the 
views they entertained as to the most effective manner of conducting 
that inspection, that the committee could only report as they have. 
Truly, a lame and impotant conclusion, so far as it relates to re- 
commendations from the committee, if the busines: should there end. 
But it is not likely to end there. No ground exists for inferring that 
Parlianient will not next session re-appoint the committee. The in- 
vestigation must be resumed. 

Meanwhile, Mr, Hick and his confreres have printed the evidence, 
hoping, we presume, that it may be read by men who afterwards will 
come forward better prepared to assist in the elucidation of a sub- 
ject which merits all the thought that can be expended upon it. 
Bearing in mind the diverse plans suggested during the investiga- 
tion, we do not see how the committ ould well have done other- 
wise. But does not their inability to arrive at any definite conclu- 
sion, following upon the conspicuous absence of anything like una- 
nimity in the suggestions of people best able to aid them, point toa 
difficulty not easy of adjustment?

CAPITAL AND LABOUR. 

Now that the dispute at the Thorncliffe Collieries has been brought 
to a close, a brief resume of some of the extraordinary events con- 
nected with what may be termed the most determined contest between 
capital and labour which is to be found in the mining history of this 
or any other country, with a view to their being conuectedly and per- 
manently recorded, will not be without interest at the present time, 
and may be cited at a future periodas showing the means by which 
Unionist workmen in the latter part of the nineteenth century had 
recourse to for the purpose of coercing those opposed to their views. 
The material facts connected with the dispute itself are of the usual 
ordinary character, whilst the lawless means resorted to for the pur- 


pose of compelling Messrs. NEWTON, CHAMBERS, and Co. to submit | 


to the dictation of the Associated Miners, were without a parallel, 
and were such as to create not only indignation but astonishment in 
this and in other countries, They showed that Unionism was much 
the same as it was 50 or 60 years ago—the only difference being that 
the police system is different now to what it was then, seeing that at 
the present time a strong force can always be brought to any point 
to prevent outrages, and to apprehend those who may attempt to 
commit them. 

It has been truly said that employers of labour in any business have 
the power in their own hands to put an end to a strike or a dispute ; 
but owing to a want of union amongst them, they supply the means 


| by which men are enabled to continue a struggle against capital, as 
} 7 5S , 


it has very often been seen where the efforts of a united body of work- 
men have been directed against one person or firm, the large num- 
ber of men kept at work by the other firms in the same trade are en- 
abled by the wages they receive to fight the battle against the indi- 
ual master. Were the sources, then, which feed a strike or dispute 
dried up at first, contests between capital and labour would be almost 
unknown, a better feeling would be engendered between employer 
and employed, and the latter would not only find themselves richer, 
but a more independent body, seeing that each individual would make 
his own terms with regard to his labour, which is not the case at pre- 
sent, he being compelled to let others do it for him. Men havea 


| right to combine, no doubt, for the attainment of objects which, as 


individuals, they were entitled to; but not to combine so as to ob- 
tain, by the force of numbers, that which they could not expect to 
have conceded individually. 

At the Thorncliffe Collieries the power of numbers, to which we 
have alluded, was often experienced by the proprietors, and conces-

|sions were made which were not warranted by the state of trade. 


For the purpose of being relieved from ihat greatest of all tyrannies 
—the tyranny of numbers—Mr, J. CHAMBERS, the managing partner 
in connection with the collieries, a man of great practical experience, 
and at the time the Chairman of the South Yorkshire Coalowners’ 
Association, gave the men notice to leave, informing them that the 
firm had determined for the future to make contracts with each man 


| separately, and that at the expiration of their notices they could be 


re-engaged by making personal application, This they refused to 
do, except in a very few instances, so that for upwards of 18 months 
about 800 men remained in voluntary idleness, receiving from 8s, to 
103. per week from the Miners’ Association, A large number of 
non- Unionists, however, were set to work in the place of the Unionists ; 
but several of those at various times were waylaid and brutally as- 
saulted by men connected with the Miners’ Association. Those as- 
saults and outrages reached the culminating point early on the morn- 
ing of the 2lst of January last by an attack by a body of upwards 
of 1000 men on the houses of the non-Unionists.

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ASSESSMENT AND RATING. 


Probably we should be right ia stating that there are few matte 
connected with our mines or our staple manufactures which have 
caused more irritating annoyance than the assessment and rating o 
| their various properties. For years past there has been no settle 
| solution of the vexed question, and every new valuation has cause 
not only annoyance, but a good deal of expense to the proprietors: 
our collieries and our large works. ‘This has arisen not so much from 
any defects of the law as fromthe difficulty of giviug practical effect 
to its enactments, and the manifest desire on the part of the off 
cials employed in the valuation to assess all mining properties an 
manufactories at the very highest figures. The law is most explicit 
in the data upon which such properties should be assessed, but i 
how few instances is the intention of our Legislature and our legs 
tribunals recognised and accepted by those who value for rating pur 
poses either our mines, our iron works, our copper smelting works 
and our staple manufactures generally. The law states most posi 
tively and clearly that these works shall be rated upon the “gros 
annual value of the property,” and the best meaning of this inten 
tion of the Legislature is that conveyed by the interpretation claus 
of the Valuation of Property (Metropolis) Act, 1869, which states 
“The term gross value means theannual rent which the tenant migh 
reasonably be expected, taking one year with another, to pay fa 
the hereditaments, if the tenant undertook to pay all usual tenant 
rates and taxes, and tithe commutation rent charges, if any, andi 
the landlord undertook to bear the cost of the repairs and insurauce 
and the other expenses, if any, necessary to maintain the heredita 
ment in a state to command that rent.” Taking a common sets 
view of the case, one would think that these words were clear au 
explicit enough. For rating purposes, no difference is recogni 
between the large works and private dwelling honses ; whatthe work 
will let for in the market is, unquestionably, the true test for ratia 
purposes, altogether irrespective of the many other views with whic 
assessment committees and parochial authorities endeavour to su 
round the question, and complicate its solution, , 

Whilst the law has thus expressly provided thecriterion upon whie 
the works are to be assessed and rated, it is a matter of regret th 
the authorities interested in giving a practical meaning thereto’ 
often ignore the legal definition, and treat as matters of quibble ant

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GOVERNMENT ENQUIRY INTO THE OPERATION OF THE 
TRUCK ACT IN SCOTLAND, 
I,—EVIDENCE FOR THE WORKMEN, 


During the past few days the Commissioners appointed to enquire 
into the alleged disregard of the provisions of the Truck Act held 
their first four meetings at Hamilton, and are presently sitting in the 
city of Glasgow. The Commission consistsof Mr. C. 8. Bowen, bar- 
rister-at-law, and Mr, A. C. SELLAR, advocate, with Mr. R.S. WriGgut 
assecretary, The men were represented by Mr. ALEX. MCDONALD, 
president of the Miners’ National Association; and Mr. W. BURNS, 
writer, was in attendance on behalf of one or two of the iron and coal 
masters, the great majority of whom were without legal representa- 
tives, The provisions of the Truck Act prevent certain employees of 
labour from paying workmen their wages in goods instead of in coin, 
aud the evidence led by the workmen is intended to show the various 
modes by which the law has been infringed. In order to do this effi- 
ciently it was necessary to cite witnesses of various classes and social 
and official grades—proprietors, employers and partners, managers, 
cashiers, pay-clerks, storekeepers, and their avowed victims—the 
skilled and unskilled workers and labourers in the various works suf- 
fering from the alleged prevalence of Truck, The witnesses examined 
on behalf of those who desire the abrogation of the law as it at pre- 
tent stands, or a more stringement enforcement of its terms and pro- 
visions, were, with hardly one exception, drawn from the lowest and 
nost thriftless class of workmen, and their wives. According to the 
evidence adduced, the violation is accomplished by proprietors of 
Works in some way or other associating grocery and provision, and 
ln some instances licensed victualling, stores with their works, and 
aan integral part of their organisation; and needy workmen who 
tequire advances of money between the pays receive, in lieu of money, 
advance lines or orders for goods on the stores; or, if they are en- 
trusted with money, they have to immediately disgorge it (nearly en- 
tirely) to the storekeeper, or all further advances are stopped, For 
once “slopping” or evading the store some are allowed to escape 
with an admonition ; but it is alleged that advance men who do not 
frequent the master’s store are often covertly discharged from their 
occupation, under some pretence or other. It was asserted that the 
letter class of workmen do not require relief in this way—do not, as 
arule, deal at the stores—but take their wages on pay-day and spend 
them where they please, without let or hindrance, and so are wholly 
tempted from the evils of the Truck system thus modified.

THE COLLIERY EXPLOSION AT WIGAN. 


In the Journal of Aug. 27 we drew attention to the fact that last 
year there were three explosions in and about the Wigan district, by 
which 93 lives were taken, and that all three hud been connected 
with shot firing The safety of the mines at Park Lane, Haydock, 
and Low Hall—we have Mr. Perer H1Gson’s authority for it—de- 
pended altogether on the underlookers, firemen, and shot-lighters 
most carefully discharging their respective duties, notwithstanding 
that ventilation equal to the requirements of those collieries had been 
provided by the owners, Last Tuesday the jury, who have diligently 
investigated the facts accompanying the explosion at the Brynn Hall 
Colliery, Ashton-in-Makerfield, near to Wigan, by which 20 lives were 
sacrificed, determined that “this accident was caused through the 
ignition of a quantity of gas by a blow-out shot.” 

The Four-feet and the recently-opened Nine-feet were alike being 
worked, and the Nine-feet was the place of the explosion, Both 
seams were ventilated with one intake. It would have been better, 
especially as the work is continued in part throughout the night, to 
have a separate intake foreach mine ; but the one downcast seemed 
good enough to prevent complaints being made to the Union agent 
in the district or to the authorities, and the air was admitted to have 
been fresher than usual on the morning of the explosion, Bnt whilst 
the Nine-feet did not give off large bursts or blowers of gas, still there 
were small and irregular emissions, These, especially after coal had 
been brought down, not unfrequently gave the workpeople some 
trouble. Hence the mine was one that, like the three at which there 
were explosions last year, depended for its safety, if not altogether 
yet very greatly, upon the firemen, How had these discharged their 
duty? The custom of the pit was for the colliers to prepare their 
own shots, and then send for the firemen to light the fuse. On the 
6th ult., however, there had been a blown-out shot, the result appa- 
rently of unskilful holing. Risky appearance followed, and in- 
structions were thereafter given to the men that they were not to fill 
in their charges till the borings had been examined. Whether these 
salutory precautions were observed does not transpire, for the two 
colliers who were at work at the place of the shot, and likewise the 
fireman by whom it was exploded, have died. Certain it is that in 
the first downbrow in the north workings, about 70 yards from the 
pit, there was a place that had been driven in about 14 yards, where 
these men appear to have had two shots, one on each side. Their 
habit was to bring down about 4 feet at a time, and in doing so to 
use as much as 3lbs. of gunpowder, for the seam was hard, The 
shot on the right hand side going in had not apparently blown the 
coal. Of this the evidence was that the men had cut the side with 
a pick, The shot on the opposite side seems to have been the last 
made, and it was the firing of the charge in this last which led to the 
calamity. The hole had been drilled too deep; the charge had blown 
the side coal, but the bulk of the heading, weighing some 3 tons, was 
left standing. The flame would be very siniilar to that of a fast, or 
blown out,shot, Meeting at once with gas, the flame increased, tra- 
velled along the north levels, “sucking out” small feeders of gas as 
it went, and exploded when it reached the upper or second north level. 

What brought gas within reach of the flame? We have stated that 
the mine gave off “small and irregular emissions ;” and we all know 
that the effect of a blown-out shot going off is to create, to some 
extent, a partial vacuum, leading to what Mr. HIGSON expressively 
terms “sucking.” But the small emissions, and the gas drawn out 
by the incomplete blast, were together insufficient to account for so 
disastrous consequences, although the space open was very limited. 
The ineffectual attempt to blast in the first hole drilled led to cracks 
behind the heading and the coal left standing, which were giving off 
gas even after the explosion. Here, then, was another source. But 
a more serious one was, probably, to be found away from the fouled 
downbrow, and about the place in the upper level, where the flame 
burst. At that point Mr. Joun Hicson (of Swinton), who, at the 
time of the explosion was acting as Government Inspector for his 
father, found, on examining the workings with others, soon after the 
accident, that there were corpses of men who worked at the spot, in 
such a position as led to the inference that the hanging cloth had 
been disarranged. These sources combined, left force enough for all 
the mischief that ensued. 

The reader will now ask why, after what had before happeued, a 
shot should have been fired in a dangerous drill-hole, ina place where 
gas was being given off with more than usual freedom, and whilst the 
ordinary ventilation of a spot close at hand was deranged? Thean- 
swer is found in the conclusion to which the Government Inspector 
(Mr. Perer Hiason), Mr. Joun Hiason, Mr, Frep. CRIPPIN (ma- 
nager and part proprietor of the colliery), Mr. JACOB HIGSON (con- 
sulting engineer to the colliery), and even Mr, PICKARD, the miners’ 
agent, were all alike driven—that the man upon whom the safety of 
the pit depended neglected his duty. Had there been sufficient pro- 
vision against the possible—with the facts of last year before us, we 
will even say probable—short-comings of this officer? We presume 
there had. It is true the man had been at the colliery only a month, 
but he was, no doubt, as good a workman as any any man filling a 
similar office at any neighbouring colliery. But such a reply, if it 
should be urged, is liardly sufficient. Mr. JAcoB HiGson makes it 
known that the obtaining of firemen is one of the greatest difficulties 
he has toencounter, And no wonder, A good working collier can 
obtain better wages than a fireman, without the fearful responsibility 
of a fireman. The remedy would seem to be in the offering of such 
& wages-premium for firemen as will make it worth the while of first- 
class colliers to bid for the office. If high wages will buy a reliable 
fireman it will be economy for colliery proprietors to give high wages. 

But ought a pit and its company to depend upon a fireman doing 
hisduty? In reality there should be but little occupation for colliery 
firemen. No occupation in pits where gas is given off, even to the 
extent shown in this case, Mr, HIGSON is fully alive to the hazard- 
ous condition of not a few pits in his district through the use of gun- 
powder, and he has issued several circulars relating to it. Nor have 
his recommendatiens and cautions been unheeded. At the Pemberton 
Collieries, of which Mr. W, L. WATKIN (who is one of the jury in 
this case) is the manager, an attempt was made to carry out the In- 
spector’s recommendations. But although an extra price was paid 
to the men, the effort was unsuccessful. Mr. H1IGSON believes that 
if all the proprietors affected had followed suit with the proprietors 
of the Pemberton Colliery then thatthe point would have been gained. 

se this as it may, it is beyond question that if colliery proprietors 
do not voluntarily fence themselves round with more protection na- 
tional legislation will before long compel them to, Already Mr. 
HIGSsON says, “I have been anxiously waiting and looking for help. 
I do hope that Parliament wiil soon render me help, but if the Le- 
gislature does not aid me next session I shall not fail to bring the 
matter before Parliament, or at any rate before the Home Secretary.” 
The danger by which proprietors are threatened increases yearly. 
This very accident, even with all the neglect of duty by the fireman, 
might have been prevented if the colliers had not now-a-days got 
into the evil habit of trying to bring down the coal by the sheer force 
of powder, The practice is being complained of by nearly every In- 
spector, in season and out, We find it in their reports, and we find 
(see p. 686 of this volume of the Mining Journal) the Inspector for 
South Staffordshire doing it in an address to an institute of mining 
engineers, In respect of cutting the coal before blasting, Mr. HIGSON 
thinks that Wigan is the only place in England where they do not cut. 
And he asks, whose is the fault; whether it lies with the masters 
or the men? The men say with the masters, “ Money will soften it.” 
The proprietors of the Pemberton Colliery are scarcely of that opinion. 
If, then, money will not do it, and the mischief is increasing, do let 
some more vigorous efforts be made, 

Surely a remedy is to hand of a much more complete character 
than is generally imagined, Mr, H1Gson has nota very high opinion 





of the coal-breaking machiuery which he has hitherto seen asa power- 
ful agent in places where it is most needed to substitute gunpowder, 











But it must be applicable in very many instances to which it has not 
yet been applied, and rapid improvements are being made in it. All 
this must be ndmitted by the readers of the Journal of the 27th ult. 
Still in the face Il we Lave said, we experience great relief in an- 
ticipating the fuiure, by reason of the fact that orders for mechanical 
coal breakers have began to be scut from this same Wigan district. 





IMPROVED APPARATUS FOR SUPPLYING MINES WITH 
LIGILLING GAS, 
A truly valuable inventio has recently been patented asan 
improvement in the means for supplying mines and other places 
with gas has just been tested at the Darfield Main Colliery, Barns- 
ley, in the presence of a large number of mining engineers, and with 
complete success. rom the approval which the invention has re- 
ceived from those best qualified to judge, there appears very little 
doubt but what coalowners who have no gas at present in their 
mines will avail themselves of the new improvement, seeing that it 
can be adopted at a very moderate cost, when compared with the 
present system of introducing gas into collieries, whilst the light 
given is clear and brilliant. The object of the invention is stated 
to be to supply mines and other works situate on a much lower level 
than the gas-holder with lighting gas in a cheap and convenient 
manner. For that purpose is employed and adopted the system of 
inclined current produced by a steam jet for drawing the gas into 
and forcing it down a pipe leading toa mine. When the combined 
current of gas and steam has arrived at its destinvtion, or at or near 
to the bottom of the pit, it is led into a receiving vessel of conve- 
nient size and shape—the receiver serving to separate and condense 
the steam which collects as water at the bottom, and flows off by a 
syphon pipe. The gas goes off by a pipe from the top of the re- 
ceiver, and is distributed to the burners as required. The gas can 
be forced to any depth required, Where the invention has been 
tested fully, the colliery is one of the deepest in South Yorkshire, so 
that the piping had to be taken down a depth of 335 yards, and the 
gas was supplied to three districts to an extent in each of about 
100 yards in length, lighting the engine-house at the bottom—which 
works aa incline and tail rope—as well as the stables, box-holes, 
and the bottom, where the men are engaged with the loaded and 
empty corves, On the pit-top, some distance from the drawing- 
shail, is the gasometer, which is 15 ft. in diameter, and 10 ft, deep. 
The pressure on the gasometer is about 4 in., as shown by the water- 
gauge. There are also four retorts, with the usual appliances, The 
pressure at the bottom of the pit is only 2} inches, with the smallest 
possible quantity of steam iu the jet. The pressure on the boiler is 
42 lbs.; with the steam-jet tap half open the water-gauge is 8} in.; 
with the tap fully open the pressure is about 12 in.; so that any re- 
quired quantity of gas can be obtained, ensuring a good and uniform 
light with a 3-16in. jet. The entire cost of the plant and appliances 
at Darfield Main was less than 400/., whilst at some of the adjoining 
collieries the same results by the ordinary mode was only obtained 
at a cost of at least 1000/.—a proof in itself of the value of the in- 
vention, leaving out the saving which iseffected in labour. The pa- 
tentees are Mr. G,. HUNTRISS, colliery manager, Mr. J. SWINBURNE, 
engineer, and Mr. J. WILSON, colliery viewer, all of Darfield. 


The Darfield Main Colliery, to which allusion has been made, is 
situate about four miles from Barnsley, and one of the deepest in the 
district, the seam worked being the Nine-foot one. Everything in 
the shape of machinery for economising manual and horse labour 
has beeh introduced both above and underground. There are two 
shafts, the downcast being 11 ft. 2 in. in diameter, and the upcast 
10 ft.2 in. There are at the top two 30-in. cylinder engines, being 
together of 160-horse power, with eight horizontal boilers, with flash 
flues, and 38 ft. long. There is a single-decked chair-pulley, two 
10-cwt. corvesatatime. The working in the bottom is all that could 
be desired for speedily drawing the corves along the roads, for which 
there is a tail rope 2500 yards in length, and which is worked by 
two 25-horse power engines, with 18-in, cylinders, and with two boilers, 
The dip rope is 1000 yards, and the main rope 1000 yards in length, 
When in full operation the rope takes a tram of about 50 corves a 
distance of 1000 yards at the rate of something approaching 10 miles 
an hour. The boilers at the bottom are so arranged that a certain 
amount of the heat and waste steam is carried off by the return air, 
so that the firing places are kept quite cool, whilst the engine-house 
is also so free from heat that the men atit in winter are often obliged 
to put on their top-coats to keep themselves warm. With an extra 
drum the engine works the dips in six different districts, 24 corves, 
containing 12 tonsof coal, being drawn. One of the means adopted 
for keeping the bottom cool and pleasant is by means of a small 
steam-jet in the boiler drift, not far from the bottom of the upceast 
shaft. When set in motion, or opened, an inch pipe supplies a num- 
ber of small jets, forcing out a large quantity of air, and which adds 
considerably to the ventilation, as much as 9000 ft. of fresh air being 
sent into an area of about 10ft. The steam-jet appears to be a va- 
luable agent in assisting the ventilation, and will most likely come 
into more general use than it has done. 

From what we saw in the workings of Darfield Main, another con- 
vincing proof was afforded of its value, in an economical point of 
view, of the adoption of efficient machinery in the underground work- 
ing of mines, and the saving effected by the use of the tail and the 
eudless wire-ropes in place of horse-power. 








THE Export CoAL TRADE.—The quantity of coal exported from 
the United Kingdom in July was 1,051,358 tons, against 1,055,125 tons 
in July, 1869, and 1,041,145 tons in July, 1868. To these totals France 
contributed 194,568 tons in July this year, against 175,087 tons in 
July, 1869, and 169,822 tons in July, 1868, The exports of coal to 
Russia also presented a considerable increase in July, In the seven 
months ending July 31 this year coal was exported to the extent of 
6,581,112 tons, against 5,840,596 tons in the corresponding period of 
1869, and 6,244,031 tons in the corresponding period of 1868, In 
these totals France figured for 1,397,840 tons, against 1,168,797 tous 
and 1,134,324 tons respectively. The exports of coal have increased 
this year to Russia (very considerably), Sweden, Prussia, Holland, 
France, Spain, Italy, the United States, Brazil, and British India, 
They have, however, decreased to Denmark and the Hanse Towns, 
The value of the coal exported in July was 495,125/., against 488,4132, 
in July, 1869, and 511,487/.in July, 1868 ; and for the seven months 
ending July 31 this year 3,111,5452., against 2,785,924/, in the cor- 
responding period of 1869, and 3,097,4332. in 1868, 





CoAL FOR THE ADMIRALTY—THE NEW FURNACE.—The Active, 
unurmoured screw frigate, 2322 tons, 600-horse power, has just com- 
pleted at Portsmouth a series of trials under steam over the measured 
mile in Stokes Bay, and six-hour runs south of the Isle of Wight, 
which had been ordered by the Admiralty as a corrective pendant to 
the trials made during the past 12 months on board Her Majesty’s 
steamers Lucifer and Urgent, with the object of ascertaining the best 
form of furnace to give the mavimum amount of developed power by 
the engines, with the minimum amount of smoke and heat lost through 
the funnel per ton of coal burnt, and of which returns were printed 
and laid on the table of the House just previous to the close of the 
session, and fully referred to in the Mining Journal of July 23, The 
trials made by the Active have been further utilised, by orders from 
the Admiralty, by obtaining comparative results of the speed, effici- 
ency, and action otherwise of the Hirsch and the Griffiths’ screw pro- 
pellers, As regards the returns obtained from the furnace and coal 
trials on board the Lucifer and Urgent, those now concluded on board 
the Active fully confirm their accuracy on every point, and prove 
the care with which they were conducted. The trials have in reality 
been carried out with the object of arriving at the results we have 
already stated, and without reference to any question of the compa- 
rative merits of Welsh and North Country coals for the Royal Navy, 
but as the trials progressed it was found quite impossible to ignore 
the question of the comparative qualities of coals in trials where the 
comparative qualities of furnaces to burn those coals were under 
consideration. The official reports of the trials sent to the Admiralty 
appear to establish the fact that the new form of furnace introduced 
during these trials, at their commencement, on board the Lucifer and 
Urgent is much superior to the old form of furnace as a power-deve- 
loper and smoke-consumer per amount of coal burnt, It is, however 
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important to observe, as affecting simply the peculiar qualities of 
North Country or Welsh coal, that the new furnace does not seem 
so well adapted for burning Welsh coal alone as it does for burning 
Welsh and North Country together in equal quantities, In the short- 
ened length, and, therefore, reduced fire-bar area, of the new furnace, 
as compared with the old, the Welsh coal burns sluggishly, but an 
equal quantiiy of North Country coal mixed with it makes up & splen- 
did steam-generating fire. Taking another experiment, it was found 
that by burning on one occasion Welsh coal in the old furnaces, and 
on another mixed Welsh and North Country in equal quantities in 
the new furnaces, the difference in the results obtained was 13 percent. 
in power obtained and in fuel burnt to the advantage of the mixed 
coal and new furnaces. Coming now to the comparative trials be- 
tween the Griffiths and Hirsch forms of propellers, the advantages 
have been so far established in favour of the latter that we under- 
stand the Admiralty have determined upon having an iron-clad of 
the first-class fitted with a Hirsch propeller, four-bladed, to give the 
principle the more extended trial its merits are admitted to have 
secured for it. The trials with the two screws have been made, as 
already observed, in six hours’ continuous steaming off the Isle of

9d. cash, and 52s, 30 days ; buyers ld. per ton 
ss. To-day, market almost idle; business done at 51s. 7}d. and 
5ls. 8d. cash, closing sellers 51s, 11d. one month, and 51s. 74d. cash ; 
buyers 3d. per ton less. Gartsherrie and Coltness, 60s.; Summerlee 
and Calder, 593.; Langloan and Glengarnock, 55s. 6d.; Eglinton, 
52s. 6d., all No. 1 brand. In Manufactured Iron there is not a new 
feature to report. Work is plentiful, but newcontracts nil. Vigour 
is required in getting forward work for shipment, of which there 
are bars, hoops, stripes, xc., required, and plates and angles for the 
Clyde shipyards. Pipes and railway chairs are always wanted for 
foreign destinations. Quotations as last given, and firm. 
The Coal Trade for shipment is about an average, but the local 


highly appreciated in the London and other southern markets, being 
a first-class house coal. Atthe Wardley new winning, adjoining this

ing night and day. It is a fact that, although the war has seriously 
affected prices, most particularly in the iron trade, yet after the first 
panic, caused by the sudden outbreak, it has not injured the general 
trade and business of the county so much as was feared. It has not, 
indeed, reduced the quantity of work to any great extent, and orders 
are now coming in for all kinds of iron, and machinery also, which 
will keep the works going very well up to next Christmas. 

The news received in Newcastle on Saturday of the surrender of 
Napoleon caused great excitement, and the intelligence was most 
gratifying, as it was at the moment concluded that the war was at 
anend, The end of the war is most anxiously looked for by all classes 
of men, but particularly so by those masters engaged in the iron 
trade.
